This is t#mportant as the impression has 
become well founded in America that only 
the delicate ap atus made in Germany 
under the supervision of the discoverer of 
this new. science, destined to so revolu- 
tionize all the cognate sciences was to 
be trusted in obtaining the most satisfac- 
tory results from experiments. : 

The series of failures extending over three 
weeks were due to the fact that Prof. San- 
ger and his assistant had not obtained suffi- 
cient exhaustion in the tubes or bulbs used. 

They discovered that when a bulb‘is only 
partially exhausted and the electrodes are 
connected with the current from an in. 
duction coil the air that nemains under re- 
duced pressure glows with a violet light. 

This is celled the Geissler effect and is 
not, as claimed by some-of the experiment- 
ers in the new science, effective in taking 
the new photograph. 

As the vacuum in the bulb is increased 
by the pump. the Geissler effects vary in 
their appearance until the vacuum has 
reached an exceedingly high degree equal to 
the neighborhood of one-millionth part of 
an atmosphere, the Geissler effects cease, 
the bulb becomes dark inside and the glass 
walls of the bulb shine out with a golden 
fluorescence. ; 

Where this fluorescence appears in the 
giass walis of the bulb is the source of the 
Roentgen X rays. 


The successful experimenc of vod night 
was made with a glass bulb exhausted by a 
local electric light company. The bulb was 
egg-shaped, with two platinum electrodes 
placed at right angles, and on connecting 
the bulb with an induction coil there were 
obtained in the bulb what are known As 
‘the Crookes effects.” 

The lower part of the bulb was HUBrilliantly 
fluorescent and proved to be the source of 
the rays desired. %

Fitz’ Long List of Great Victories—

Robert Fitzsimmons was born in Cornwall, 
England, June 4, 18@2.. His height is 5 feet 
11% inches. His first fighting was done in 
New Zealand, in 1880, when he won the 
amateur championship by defeating five 
men in a tournament managed by J@m 


Mace. One of his opponents on this occa- 
sion was Herbert Slade. His more noted 
fights were as follows: With Jim Hall, at 
Sidney, Feb. 20, 1890, four rounds, lost; with 
Jack Dempsey, at New Orleans, Jan. l4, 
1891, thirteen rounds, with Peter 
Maher at New Orleans, March 2, , 1892, 
twelve rounds, won; with Joe Godfre, at 
Philadelphia, May 7, 1882, one round, won; 
with Jim Hall, at New Orleans, March 8, 
1893, four rounds, won; with Joe Choynski, 
at Boston, June 17, 1894, five rounds, draw; 
with Dan Creedon, at New Orleans, Sept. 
26, 1894, two rounds, won. 

Peter Maher was born in Galway, Ireland, 
Mareh 16, 1869, and is 6 feet 11% tmches tall. 
His first public encounter was with Martin 
O’Hara, whom he defeated in two rounds 
in 1888. He won the John L. Sullivan 
competition in Dublin, defeating Jack Wal- 
lis, Tow Walters and Larry Drew in three- 
round bouts. He met Peter Jackson in 
Dublin in 1889. They were to have boxed 
four rounds, but Maher only lasted two. 
He knocked out Alf Bowman in six rounds 
and Gus Lambert in one round. 

He arrived in New York Oct. 7, 1891, and 
defeated Davis in four rounds, Tim Daly 
in one, Jack Fallon in two and Jack Smith 
and “Sailor Brown” in one round each 
on the same evening.

By the time Ulrich became a Secret Serv- 
ice man, in 1890, Ulrich had long been no- 
torious, He had been a pottery decorator in 
Trenton.

Then he became a counterfeiter, and got 
into trouble. He disappeared, and turned up 
in Europe, acqiired a title and no end of 
dines: and it became necessary for him to 

igappear again. He returned to America, 
went West, joined old associates there, and 
so fell under the surveillance of the Secret 

rvice men, among them Burns, who had 
known him twenty-five years before. 

So when, in January, 1895, the country was 
flooded with bad monéy and Ch'ef Hazen was 
plotting to prevent a still greater counter- 
feiting scheme, which he had reason to be- 
lieve was afoot, Burns was détailed to keep 
Ulsich under his eye. At that time Bradford 
and Brockway needed an engraver. The

Ulrich was in Cincinnati on March 1 
bound East to join the “‘gang’’ here. Burns 
was in Cincinnati, too.

This is the outcome of Mr. Cook's 
contention, although the process of rea- 
soning by which he reaches it is some- 
what muddled. In one sentence he de- 
clares that a “principle” is involved in 
the matter, and in the rest of his inter- 
View he bases his argument on “custom 
and precedent.” 

The principle that is really involved is 
the right of the State to select and control 
It is the States that 
are fepresented in national conventions, 
not congressional districts. It is the vote 
of Missouri that will be cast at Chicago; 
not the votes of its fifteen congressional 
districts. The total vote that will be cast 
in the Natignal Convention is the total 
of the votes of the States and Territories; 
not. of the aggregate of the congressional 
districts in the United States. There is 
no dispute as to this, and there can be 
none. 

If it is the State whose vote is cast, in 
the National Convention, the majori 

in the State Convention should select the 
“delegates who are to cast it. This is the 
fundamental “principle’’ involved, and 
“custom/and precedent” have recognized 


that the delegates from the congressional 


for its approval the names of the nation- 
al delegates they prefer. The nomina- 
tion by districts is simply a matter of 
convenience—a method of making it easy 
to effect nominations. It rests with the 
State Convention to accept these nomina- 
tions if they are acceptable to it, and to 
reject them if for any reason they are 
objectionable. The fact that heretofore 
in Missouri the delegates tendered to the 
convention by the district delegations 
have been accepted and elected simply 
proves that the nominations were accept- 
able—nothing more. 

' Mr. Cook will admit that if the na- 
tional delegates are chosen and elected 
by the district delegations and not by the 
State Convention, then the State Con- 
vention has no right to bind them by the 
unit rule or any other instructions, On 
Mr. Cook’s theory, it can bind the four 
delegates-at-large, but not the so-called 
district delegates. 

Is Mr. Cook aware that this very’ques- 
tion was raised and hotly debated in the 
Missouri delegation at Chicago in 18927 
That delegation was bound by instruc- 
tions and by the unit rule: Yet a number 
of the delegates argued and insisted that 
the State Convention could bind by in- 
structions only the delegates-at-large 


but there was a strong 
and discontented minority; and there 
is little doubt that if the ballot- 
ing in Chicago in 1892-had been pro- 
longed, the Missouri delegation would 
have ceased to vote as a unit unless com- 
pelled by the National Convention to so 
cast its vote.

WALLER RELEASED. 


Freed From Prison by the Authorities 
of France. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 21.—Secretary 
Olney received a cablegram to-day from 
Ambassador Eustis announcing that Waller, 
the ex-Consul at Madagascar, was released 
from jail to-day. It is expected that Waller 
will jon his family in the United States. 

As Waller is entirely destitute of méans 
our Ambassador, Mr. Eustis, has beeen au- 
thorized by Secretary Olney to provide him 
with transportation to the United States, 
He has been in. prison for nearly a year, 
having been arrested on March 5 last, in 
Madagascar, and afterwards kept in con- 
finement in the military prison of France. 

The point at issue was not whether Waller 
was guilty of the offense charged against 
him, but resolved itself into a question as 
to whether the Government had the right 
to insist upon satisfying itself that the 
American citizen had had justice. 


DRY GOODS BOX TUNNEL. 


Dangerous Sidewalk Obstruction in 
the Wholesale District.

Way Than Ever Before. 


LIST OF BIG ENTERPRISES. 


Working People in the Building Trades 
May Look Forward ta a Yeas of 
Continuous Employment. 


During the year which ended Dec. 31, 
1895, there were erected in St. Louis build- 
ings occupying. an aggregate frontage of 
242% city blocks. According to the opinions 
of some of the most prominent buflders in 
the city, the record for 1896 ‘will exceed 
this figure by not less than a frontage of 
50 city blocks. eh : 

Property owners have every incentive to 
build during the coming year. Builders 
claim that they are taking contracts on a 
much closer basis than for several years. 
They are led to this by the sharp compe- 
tition existing among themselves and from 
outside builders, as well as by the desire 
to keep their employes at work. 

In addition .to this, building material of. 
all kinds is much lower in price than for 
several years. According to a well-posted 
builder, among the materials which can be‘ 
and are supplied at lower prices than either 
in 1895, or 1 are brick, stone, terra 
cotta, iron, steel, crushed granite, grani-4} 
toid, lime and cement. Lumber is also a 
shade lower than last year. The average 
reduction in the other materials named 
will reach 25 per cent. Mill work. is also 
lower in price than for several years, owing 
to the disposition of the mill men to keep. 
their mills in operation, even at small 
profit. 

Builders are basing their calculatfons for 
a good year on the fact that the activity 
in business structures is almost unprece- 
dented. There havé never been 86 many 
commercial structures projected and under 
way at one time as at present. Nearly evy- 
ery architect in the city is making designs 
for one or more buildings of this character. 


The business buildings now being oon- 
structed may be summarized as follows:

Rolla Wells Building, Fourth and Elm, 
on site of Koetter’s Hotel; for business 
purposes.

P. Bamberger, a substantial business struc- 
ture.

In addition to this long array of business 
buildings, all of which have either been 
started or will soon be under way, there 
will be a large number of dwellings and 
flats built during the year. 

During 1895 real estate interests were 
active, and 
numerous. The purchasers of many of these 
lots contemplate building homes or resi- 
dences and fiats for renting purposes on 
them this year. In the northwestern pdor- 
tion of the city this is particularly noticea- 
ble. A heavy demand for houses at a me- 
dium rental has caused owners to plan 4@ 
great number of flats and small dwellings 
in that part of the city, where the price of 
the property justifies such houses. The 
same may be said of the southwestern 
part of the city. 

In the West End building is expected to 
be unusually active. A large number of 
handsome and costly residences have beer 
planned and will be started as soon as 
the weather permits. 

A generally hopeful feeling exists in all 
of the building trades, and among the 
working people of the city, who feel that 
a year of prosperity and continuous employ- 
ment is before them.

Was Delayed. 


JOYCE OR KEEBLE TO GO, 


The Police Commissioners Have De- 
cided to Make the Change at 
the Next Meeting. 


William Young, ex-Captain of Police, will 
be reinstated at the next meeting of the 
Police Board and either Capt. Joyce or 
Capt. Keeble will be retired or reduced to 
the rank of Sergeant. This much has been 
decided upon. The action would have been 
taken at the meeting Tuesday but for the 
fact that the move was anticipated by 
Commissioner Bannerman, who read a eh 


It is noW known that Gov. Stone has de | 
sired the reinstatement of Capt. Young 
ever since he was dropped from the de- 
partment. Commissioner Lee was with 
him from the first, but Bannerman aad 
Forster were opposed on the ground that 
it would necessitate the removal of one of 
the captains now on duty. 

When Commissioner Bannerman was ap- 

roached on the subject by the Governor's 
riends he peremptorily refused to aid the 
Young reinstatement with his vote. He 
made no concealment of the fact that 
he was opposed to Young, and he not only 
refused to help him out, but went so far 
as to say that he would fight any effort to 
restore him to a captaincy. 

In spite of this Commissioners Forster 
and Lee decided to take the matter up at 
Tuesday’s meéting. The story reached the 
ears of a local politician, who went at once 
to Kern’s saloon, on Bighth street, near 
Olive. Here he told.the story to Tom 
Barrett and a number of well-known Demo- 
crats, who lost no time in conveying it to 
the ears of Commissioner Bannerman. 

The latter saw that the best he could do 
was to fight for delay. He went to the meet- 
ing of the Board prepared to make a stand, 
and when Lée moved the reinstatement of 
Young and Dr. Forster seconded it, Ban- 
nerman made his objection. He referred 
to the fact that the matter had already 
reached the ears of the public and ex- 
pressed his surprise at it in very plain 
language. : 

“There was a time,” he said, “when the 
affairs of this Boar were conducted in 
a business way. Commissioners consulted 
freely with each other, but did not take. 
the public into their confidence in advance. 
This morning I learned from an outside 
source that it had been decided to restore 
Mr. Young to his former rank on the force, 
and I was told that’ the sa Aton action 
was being discussed in the saloons and on 
the street corners. It was common talk 
in the Mayor's office. During all this time 
not a word was said to me by either of 
my colleagues.” 

Commissioner Lee. admitted that the pros 
posed action had in some way been anticli+ 
pated by the public, and for that reason he 
withdrew his motion and let the matter go 
over for a week. He gave notice, however, 
that he would call it up at the next meét- 
ing, and there is no doubt but that Young 
will go back to his old place if Lee carries 
out his promise.
